In 1958 it con- 
trolled 80 radio stations and had 
a string of more than 30 news- 
papers throughout Spain, as well 
as a 200,000-member youth move.

But the Palange faded as a 
power and squabbling factions 
developed.

Mr. Ford began the campaign 
m the weakest position of any 
incumbent ‘seeking another term 
since Harry S Truman in 1948, 
according to the public opinion 
polls and the private estimates 
of politicians. He trails Mr. Car- 
ter, the Democratic nominee, by 
15 percentage points in the Gal- 
lup Poll and by 18 points in the 
most recent Louis Harris survey. 

Potential Volatility 

The campaign will he short— 
election day is eight weeks from 
today—and considerably less elab-
